It is hoped "Fritz," who bus 
shaken up more audiences with laughter 
than any man now living, will keep his 
word, and never drink again.

Chicago courts. A landlady desiring to 
eject from one of her houses a family 
whose rent was due and unpaid, had a 
constable serve a summons. The officer 
did so, forcing his way into tho sick 
chamber of tho .woman who lia;l given 
birth to a child but two days before. The 
sick woman was so frightened by tho 
summons, which HUO mistook for a war- 
rant for her arrest, that she went into 
convulsions, and her condition, it is 
claimed, caused the death ot the child;

An 
action has been brought against the con- 
stable for $10,000 for tho loss of tho child, 
and it is hinted that he will bo urrostetl 
for ni'.iuHlaughter.

The State board of control whioh is 


doing some good work in the way" of cut- 
ting down expenses in some of the State 
institutions, will doubtless have an in- 
teresting timo in dealing with the North- 
ern hospital. Probably it will hardly do 
'to say that'that hospital haa been extrav- 
agantly managed. .It can be said how- 
ever, that ite management has cost the 
State a very large sum of money every 
year, and that there appears to bo too 
many Reirants and general employes 
about the institution getting thoir living 
off the State. It is a Jnice thing to board 
at the expense of tho State, and draw 
a handsome salary for doing light work 
in short hours. This being tho case it is 
not strange that somo ot the employes 
iilHmt the Northern hospital do not want 
to go. But tho State board of control is 
attempting to reform tho management d' 
some of the institutions, and the North- 
ern hospital ne'dda its' attention. It is 
said that Dr. Kempstor's household (we 
presume including his salary) costs tho 
State about $12,000 a year. His family 
treads on more Brussels carpets than any 
family in tho Stato, ontsido of Milwau 
koo, possibly, audthia princely living one 
dashing style, with carriages tuutfootmnn 
all at the expenso ot tho State, is regard 
ed too much for the treasury to support 
Suoih living dofiH not do tho patients to 
the hospital any j^optl, and it is not bene 
ticinl to th>5'repuitition ot that institution 
The board wants.to. veto that kind o 
management, and bring it down to rcgu 
lar business principles. If it will do thif 


it will strengthen itself in the estimation 
of tho people, and its creation will be 
benefit to the State.

The Pleasure of lifting Near a Volcano. 


Wo received yesterday morning alarm- 


ing news from Hilo as to tho advance o: 
tho laviv l( is most certain that ono or 
more of the streams into which tho flow 
is divided will push forward to the sea 
doing groaj; mischief, even if It docs no 
overwhelm tho town, of Hilo. Tho flow 
which was nearest to the Waiakea plan- 
tation homestead broke out suddenly 
while Messrs. Kennedy and Charles 
Richardson wero Inspecting; it onSun- 
day. tho 2Gth nit. A stream of lava, 
liquid as water, and glowing with o 
white heat, broke from the face of tho 
flow and ran down a narrow and tor- 
tuous gulch, nearly a mile in length, 
making such speed that the visitors hat 
to make haste to avoid it. At the foot 
of tho gulch is a hollow which often fills 
up with water, making a lagoon. This 
is now being filled with lava, and has 
checked the onward How which had 
threatened the mill and other building.-, 
at Waiakea in such a manner as to leat' 
the manager to remove all portable 
stores, and .to take measures to bo in 
readiness to remove the plant itself to a 
place of.safety. 
Toward the end of the week, how 
ever, tho supply of lava seems to hare 
slackened somewhat, and hopes aro en 
tertalned that it tho flat now being over 
flowed should be filled up the stream 
may pass forward to the sea withou 
destroying the mill. There are two out 
lets for it. One of these is by a gulch a 
little more than half a mile on the Puna 
side of Hilo—by this route the lava 
would pass comparatively harmlessly to 
tho sea by way of tho course of tho Wa- 
iolama stream. The other is a shallow 
gulch known as Kuhuao, and lies nearer 
to Waiakea, and there is much reason to 
fear that if this channel is taken by tho 
lava, it will quickly fill np tho gulch .anil 
overflo^r tho level ground, and destroy 
the plantation buildings. Tho. Holds of 
growing cane are not threatened,.tho 
lava being now past them and at a level 
considerably below them. Crushing is 
being carried on with the utmost vfror 
In order to get as much work as possible 
done beforehand in case of untoward re- 
sults to the mill. 


The natives havo cleared out their 
habitations in the neighborhood, arid 
are also leaving Hilo. Tho town itsel! 
is not menaced by the flow just de- 
scribed, but there is another ono which, 
if it breaks out in a similar manner, 
must overwhelm a largo part of the town, 
its course being directly for the mair 
street.—Honolulu Commercial Advertiser,

street railway company having about 
three hundred of its horses affected, but 
that no fatal reanlta were following. 


The same distemper has appeared 


among some horses here. The eyes of 
tho affected animal become ao swollen as 
to be closed, the legs swell also, and the 
horse is sore and dumpish. Some of those 
thus tak.qn have recovered in two or three 
days, others have been troubled for a 
week. There seems to be no serious re- 
sults, and no permanent disability fol- 
lows, and there seems to be no well- 
defined cause or mode ot treatment. In 
Chicago they simply lot tho horses stand 
still, bathe.their eyes-with cold water, 
bandage their legs, use arnica liniment 
and common applications, keep up tho 
circulation and let tho disease wear out.
